the last named will be found a chart 
)f the descendants of James Reed. 


James Reed was amonc. the early 
settlers 
in 
Hamiltonban 
township. 


Apparently he purchased four farms, 
one for himself and three for his sons, 
Benjamin, Thomas and John. 
I have 


never been able to discover just how 
James obtained title to his homestead 
tract. 
It passed to his 
^on. William, 


who exchanged it 
for another tract, 


the deeds passing between him and 
Patrick McSherry in 1793. The origi-

to have been at or near the junction of 
the Fairfield road and the road con- 
necting Waynesboro nnd Emmitsburg.

By Herbert Plummer 
Washington—The widely-heralded 
appearance of Senator Smith Wild- 
man Brookhart tefore the District 
of Columbia grana Jury to tell of 
“Wall street booze parties" in Wash­ 
ington was, after all, about the 
tamest affair one could imagine. 
There were quite a few who went 
over to the courthouse that morn­ 
ing Expecting a good show. They 
had read how the day before Vice 
President Curtis had been compelled 
to warn the senate galleries to keep 
quiet while the Iowa senator was 
discussing the same thing. 
But had it not been for news 
photographers, those curious ones 
would have been left out entirely. 
The booming of flashlights and the 
grinding of movie cameras were cer­ 
tainly the only indication that any­ 
thing out of the ordinary was hap­ 
pening. 
Brookhart 
personally was the 
smallest part of the show. 
It was exactly five minutes of ll 
o'clock when the bulky frame of 
the Iowa senator appeared In the 
corridor leading to the district at­ 
torney’s office. 
Despite the fact that it was a 
rather cold morning, he wore no 
overcoat and was alone. In his 
right hand was a brown envelope. 


The Rash 
Reporters 
recognized him and 
rushed forward. One was so eager 
that his lighted cigaret came in such 
sudden contact with the senator^ 
coat sleeve that the dark gray suit 
could have hardly escaped being 
burned. 
“Oh. hello” he greeted, and smil­ 
ing. asked, "Wheres the office of 
the district attorney?” 
Someone directed him, and ig­ 
noring their questions he continued 
to walk down the corridor. 
A few feet further and he was ap­ 
proached by

Rover. Greetings were exchanged, 
then Rover said: 
“Senator, I want to warn you 
my office is full of photographers. 
This is why I met you in the cor­ 
ridor." 
Brookhart laughed. 
“Oh, I expected that. Let’s go."

And before it 
was silenced the office was so filled 
with smoke from the flashlight 
guns that the air was almost stifling. 
Movie men objected to the light, 
exacted a promise that the senator 
would pose outside when he had 
finished, then rushed downstairs ta 
set up their camera*.

It took the senator from Iowa ex­ 
actly 15 minutes to tall the grand 
Jury all that he knew about “Wall 
street boose parties" and those who 
attend such affairs.

To reporters this time he was 
most affable.

As 
he came out of Rover’s office, hat in 
hand and still holding his brown 
envelope, he turned to the news­ 
papermen and with a wide grin 
said:

headlight conditions are corrected 
the number of accidents will be re­ 
duced materially. 
His statement 
continued:— 
“Just how to go about this is a 
problem. For some time we have been 
seeking to end the headlight evil 
through educational measures, by 
calling on car owners to see that 
their lights comply with the law. In 
many instances this advice has been 
followed, but the majority of drivers 
pay little or no attention to their 
headlights unless forced to do so. 
“The compulsory inspection was 
provided for by the Legislature, 
with an idea that it would take care 
of the headlight situation, and of 
brakes, steering apparatus and other 
mechanical 
equipment 
as well. 
This helped to a certain extent to 
remedy the light situation, knit fell 
far short of being a cure. The in­ 
spection was good so far as it went, 
but what is needed now is to follow 
this inspection with a careful check­ 
up and strict enforcement of the 
law by state and local authorities.

Maria.

Gettysburg and afterwards in West­

when he died. He was interm ar­ 
ried with Eliza Huston, of Emmits­ 
burg, who, with a son and two daugh­ 
ters. are still living.

"Samuel M. Reed was brought up

merchant. He

Mary 
Agnew, a daughter of David Ag­ 
new. of Adams County. He moved 
in New Alexandria in Westmore­ 
land County in the year 1807 and 
died there in 1819. His wife died 
in 1817. He was afterwards m ar­ 
ried to Sarah Pair, who with one 
son. Isaac Guthrie Reed, is still liv­ 
ing. 
He is a practicing attorney 
at law in Indiana, Penna. By his 
first wife he 
left two 
daughters, 
both of whom are dead, and three 
sons, of whom William and Samuel 
are living in Westmoreland Coun­ 
ty. Samuel M. Reed was a man of 
energy and vigorous intellect. He 
had a talent for writing and for 
public speaking. He was the first

marched to Port Heigs under the 
command of Gen’l Crooks. In the 
organization of thefie two detach­ 
ments 
the first experiment was 
made of electing all of the officers 
above captains, by an election held 
in 
camp. The proceedings 
were 
conducted 
with great 
regularity. 
The great labor and exposure inci­ 
dent to this service produced la him 
a fatal disease of which he died in

Alexandria.

1812. He was 
then in the 62nd year of his age. He 
was buried in the church yard At the 
Salem 
Meeting House in Salem

Marshall, Esq.. in Gettysburg. I was 
admitted to the bar and settled 
down for practice id 
Greensburg, 
Westmoreland county, on the first 
day of April, 1809. I practiced in 
the courts of Somerset, 
Indiana, 
Armstrong and Westmoreland for 
several years. I was prosecuting at­ 
torney in the latter two. At that 
time the habits of the gentlemen 
of the law, particularly while out 
on the circuit, led them into great 
excesses of drinking and gambling. 
| It is proper to remark that I did j 
• scrupulously 
abstain 
from both 1 
sometimes at the hazard of a per- : 
sonal quarrel, and to that right be- j 
ginning I attribute a large portion , 
of health, comfort and success 
through life. 
"In 1812 I was intermarried with | 
Elizabeth Guthrie. On Feb. 7. 1817.1 
she died, leaving James G. Reed i 
surviving her. We had two other 
children who died within a 
few 
weeks of herself. They are buried 
in the Presbyterian grave yard af 
Greensburg The spot is designat- i 
cd by a marble slab. 
“In 1815 I was, elected a member j 
of the Senate of Penna., and served { 
for four years, and then declined j 
re-election. In Dec., 1819. I was in­ 
termarried with Sarah Ann Reed, 
of Greensburg. In the spring of 
1820 I was appointed President 
Judge of the 9th Judicial District 
then composed of the counties of 
Cumberland. Adams, Franklin and 
Perry, afterwards of Cumberland. 
Perry and Juniata counties. This 
office was conferred upon me by 
Governor Findlay unsolicited and 
unexpected. I held it until Feb. 7. 
1839, when by the new constitution 
the office expired. I returned to the 
Bar and have since been diligently 
practicing my profession in Cum­ 
berland. Adams Perry and Juniata. 
“In 18— the honorary degree of 
Master of Arts 
was 
conferred 
upon me by the Trustees of Dick­ 
inson College and in 113— the de­ 
gree of Doctor of Laws was con­ 
ferred by Washington College, in 
Washington, Pa. 
“Upon my appointment to the 
Bench, we moved to Carlisle and 
liave been residing here spice April 
1821." 


Notes on the foregoing .-—The 
manuscript from which this was

Judge Reed,
